Waiimes of tne November 6.—The | 
climax of the Schley court of in- | 
quiry came this afternoon, when 
Mr. Raynor, the chief counsel for Ad- | 
miral Schley, concluded a brilliant argu- 
ment of over three hours with a perora- 
tion so eloquent and that | 
all within the sound of his voice were 
profoundly touched. In vivid colors he 
painted the picture of the Brooklyn with 
Commodore Schiey on the bridge fighting 
the entire Spanish fleet until the Oregon 
appeared out of the smoke. The thun- 
ders of the Brooklyn, music for the ears 
of his countrymen, he said, aroused Ad- 
miral Schley’s envious foes. He pictured

the victorious sailor suffering as few | 
have suffered for three long years, while | 
the fires of persecution leaped around 
him and now awaiting the hour of his 
vindication in the verdict of the court. 

The scene in the court room as Mr. Ray- 
nor finished was thrilling. The attend- 
ance had been large all day and at the 
morning session’a lady had fainted from 
excitement. As Mr. Raynor began his 
eulogy of Admiral Schley those ir the au- 
dience, many of whom were laaies, lean- 
ed forward . their seats. The spell of 
his oratory was over them and when he 
described the admiral’s gellant deeds and 
the long persecution to which he had 
been subjected,-many of them broke down 
and wept. The members of the court dis- 
played evidences of emotion and Admiral 
Schley himself was plainly moved. He 
sat, leaning back, with his hands beside 
his head. His chin twitched and as his 
counsel said he could afford to await the 
verdict of posterity two big tears rolled 
down his cheeks. He moved uneasily to 
conceal his emotion and 
tense of adjusting his glasses, 
the tears aside. 

For full thirty secortds after Mr. Ray- 
nor closed there was not a sound. Then 
the tension broke in a loud burst of ap- | 
plause. Admiral Dewey, after about a 
half minute, arose to remind the specta- 
tors that such a demonstration was out of 
place. A moment afterwards the court 
adjourned, the jitige advocate pleading 
that he could not well go on today. 

Then another. remarkable thing hap- 
pened. As soon as the gavel fell the en- 
tire audience surged forward to shake the 
hands of Admiral Schley and Mr. Ray- 
nor. But the oncoming spectators fell 
back a moment as they saw Admiral 
Dewey and his two associates move 
around the table, as if by a common im- 
Dulse, and congratulate Admiral Schley 
and his counsel. Even Captain Lemly, 
the judge advocate, came forward to 
join in the congratulations. Then the 
public held its inning and for fifteen min- 
utes after court adjourned Admiral Schley 
and Mr. Raynor were kept busy shaking 
hands. 

RAYNOR BEGINS HIS

Order No. 8 upon which the coun- 
on the other side had laid so much 
he said, did not permit Commo- 
dore Schley to leave until satisfied that 
the Spaniards were not in Clenfuegos. 
That dispatch reached Commodore Schley 
on the day the Adula was sent in—a fact 
which Mr. Raynor said he regarded as 
one of the most important in the cam- 
paign. When the Adula did not come out 
the next day, as her skipper had agreed 
to do, Admiral Schley was still further 
confirmed in the belief that Cervera was 
in Cienfuegos. 

Mr. Raynor devoted attention to mes- 
sages said to have been carried by the 
and TdAeutenant Hood to Admiral 

concerning the Spanish fleet. 
Without’ impugning any officer of the 
American fleet, Mr. Raynor declared that 
Admiral Schley was the victim of an 
unfortunate combination of circum- 
stances that left him in total darkness 
as to the location of the Spanish fleet. 

Concerning the question of coaling at 
sea, Mr. Raynor read the testimony of 
several witnesses to prove the great dif- 
ficulties such a task involved. He said 
that all they wanted to prove was that 
Admiral Schley was honest when he in- 
formed the department of his increasing 
anxiety regarding the coal supply and 
that he acted according to the dictates 
of his own conscience. He said the ques- 
tion was not how long the fleet could 
have remained off Santiago on blockade, 
but what the fleet could have done had 
the Spaniards come out. He was pre- 
pared to prove that. o ship could not 
have followed the Spaniards six hours 
and had enough coal left to return to 
Key West. 

The interview with Admiral Sampson,

All Evidence To Be Reviewed 
Before Judge Kohlsaal, 
at Chicago 


HICAGO, November 6.—Oberfin ™. 
Carter, now a convict in the gov- 
ernment prison at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas. and formerly a 
captain in the United States en- 
gineer corps, is to have a rehearing of 
his case in a civil tribunal. He now has 
the assurance of the government au- 
thorities that all the evidence is to be re- 
viewed before Judge Kohlisaat, in the 
lInited States circuit court in this city, 
the hearing to take place, probably, with- 
in a few months. Carter will be called on 
as a witness in his own behalf, and for 
the purpose of testifying in court he will 
be released temporarily from his place of

| confinement. 


This is the rest of the suits brought 
by the government some months ago in 
several federal courts for the purpose of 
recovering $722,582, which, it was alleged 
at the court martial, Carter had em- 
bezzled from the United States. His 
uncle, Lorenzo D. Carter, and his 
brother, I. Stanton Carter, were said to 
have reinvested this money and secreted 
it for the purpose of having 4 fortune 
ready for the former army officer upon his 
release from the military prison. 

Difficulties were encountered the 
representatives of the government in get- 
ting trace of the securities, which were 
said to represent this amount, and at last 
they signed an agreement with Carter’s 
| legal representative, Horace G. Stone, by 
which a rehearing of all The charges 
brought agafnst the former captain of 
engineers was made possible. This agree- 
ment was filed in the United States circuit 
court today, signed by Marion Erwin, 
special assistant attorney general for the 
I'nited States, and Attorney Stone, for 
Carter, his brother and his uncle. 

The principal provision made in this 
stipulation is that the issues in all the 
similar suits now pending in the federal 
courts of New York, New Jersey, Georgia, 
West Virginia and the southern district of 
Illinois, shall be united with the case in 
the federal court at Chicago. The examl- 
nation of witnesses is to be held here, 
either before Judge Kohlsaat or a master 
in chancery, to be named by him, After a 
full examination the ownership of the 
bonds and other securities of Carter, 
which the government claims as its prop- 
erty, will be determined by the court. The 
decision in this court will affect the stand- 
ing of the cases in all the other courts 
similarly. 

Pending a decision in this central case, 
the property held in the name of Carter's 
relatives, which has been impounded 
through receiverships in the various 
courts, will remain intact. The amount 
impounded up to date is said to be nearly 
half a million dollars. Other bonds in the 
possession of Carter’s relatives will be 
turned over to the custody of the court 
temporarily, by agreement. When the 
case shall be disposed of finally these 
valuable assets will become either the 
property of the government or of Carter. 

So confident is Carter of final vindica- 
tion that he cheerfully joined in this 
agreement with the government’s repre- 
»} sentatives. He told his relatives and his 
| lawyers to turn over to the courts at once 
the property in dispute, and on the courts’ 
decision he will oase his chance of being a 
pauper or a rich man when he shall be 
outside the prison gates. Attorney Stone 
visited Carter at Fort Leavenworth a few 
days ago. He says his client knew noth- 
ing of the arrangements that were being 
made for a rehearing of the case, but 
when he was shown the papers of agree- 
ment he almost cried f@ joy. 

“I will be vindicated,” he said. ‘The 
public will have the chance of learning of 
the wrong that has been done me. It wil] 
be shown where the court martial erred. 
I place my faith in the civil courts.”

spectators, because neither could 
show the. changes in the perilous 
plight of the hero from the time his face 
appeared at that window, 60 feet from the 
ground, until he was landed safely upon 
the lawn. 

I have witnessed tragic events in my 
reportorial work—évegts I have tried to 
drive from my mind in after hours; but 
nofiing I can now recall was, for the 
sixty seconds it lasted, nearly as intense 
and dramatic as this. 

The whole roof was ablaze. Firemen 
were upon a ladder iteaning against the 
wall of the building nearest the city, 
peering into the rooms on the second and 
third floors. The crackling of the burn- 
ing timbers, the roar of the blaze as the 
draft pulled the fire skyward and the 
murmur of the people looking on made 
a biblical Babylon right here in Atlanta. 
All were intent upon the blazing display. 
No one had a thought other than that 
of the grandeur of the show-—a show 
which, each second, was consuming dol- 
lar after dollar of hard-earned money. 

In a flash the words of interest at the 
fire's pranks had become a gasp. At a 
window in the top floor on the College 
street side of the building appeared a 
face. No cry of alarm or call for help 
or ery for aid was heard.

No sooner had the face shown at the 
window than the noise ceased. Voices 
about the brilliant blaze were hushed in 
awe. Even the crack, crack, crack rich 
pine burning makes and the roaling sound 
of the suction, appeared to die out. 

Instantly it was upon all that a human 
life—the life of a brave, fearless freman 
was about to be sacrificed. No one dared 
utter a word. The. feeling .was too in- 
tense. A cry from an on-looker would 
have been an offense against the dying. 
Quivering, trembling with fear and ex- 
citement, the spectators, their eyes rivet- 
ed upon that face and head, framed in 
the window, stood motionless, almost 
breathless. 

But out of the Intense tension suddenly 
rang the voice of Joyner, that self-sac- 
rificing fire chief. His eye had detected 
Jones in that death trap. Jones’ life was 
more to Joyner than all the buildings in 
that ward. His voice broke the subduing, 
oppressive silence. Quicker than the 
electric current which fired the building, 
a laddér was strung up to the window. 
Jones was still leaning out, gasping for 
breath. Great volumes of dense, black, 
suffocating smoke were floating around 
him—smoke so thick and dense that each 
second his form was becoming more and 
more obscure. A second’ more and only’ 
the great pillar of smoke would be seen, 
Joyner was standing under the window — 
looking up. He gave orders quick and 
fast and between sentences encouraged 
the apparently doomed fireman. 

‘‘Hold on just a second, Jones,’ he call- 
ed out, ‘“‘we'll save you.” 

The ladder wént up. Jones, trained 
to the work, grasped the arms with Ms 
hands, placing his feet upon the rung. 
Slowly, carefully, it appeared to thos) 
watching below, he swung out of the 
window. His escape was, it seemed, 
beyond question, and from the thous- 
ands who were looking on a great 
shout went up. They had watched ttie 
fireman as death was crawling upon him 
inch by inch. And now that his escape 
was assured they found relief in a noise 
contrasting strangely with the silence or 
a few seconds ago. 

Two rungs Jones touched in his descent. 
Then he _ stopped. Hugging the lad- 
der with the strength of desperation f& 
looked down. It was apparent to aii 
that he was helpless. His strength, n@ 
vitality, his hopes were gone. 

Again quiet fell upon the increasttt® 
crowd of spectators. 

Jones’ face was on a level with ftir 
window from which thick banks 01 
smoke, growing greater every second, 
were rolling, surging. Joyner, trained to 
horrars of the kind, understood it all. He 
knew Jones was exhausted. He knew tite 
man could hold out only a few seconds 
more and that then he would drop to tir 
ground, a braken, lifeless form. 

“Up that ladder, men!’ erled the chief. 
‘Lp and save a life!”

went up. The ladder, frail and intende 
for only one man, was foreed to carry 
three. Sixty feet from the ground the 
rescuers quickly placed their arms about 
Jones and began their descent. Their 
work was rapid. but even in that rapid. 
ity the spectators noticed the tenderness 
with which it was done—noticed that the 
rescuers were eager to save pain or suf- 
fering to their fellow fireman, the extent 
of whose injuries they then had no idea. 

The second the descent began a great 
sheet of flame rushed through the smoke 
out of the window. Its intensity made 
it an inspiring spectacle. So close was 
Jones, even then, to the window—the de- 
scent having begun—that his hair was 
singed. 

One second more and the flames, which 
he had been so stubbornly fighting, would 
have flashed into his face and the list 
of Atlanta firemen dying in action would 
have been augmented. 

Few persons whv» observed Fireman 
Jones’ narrow escape fron cremation will 
soon forget the picture in which he was 
the central figure, Many a prayer from 
the good women of Atlanta went up last 
night for the speedy recovery of the. 
man who risked his life to make sure 
no one was in danger in that building.’

Washington, November 6.—(Special.)— 
President Roosevelt is an earnest and sin- 
cere advocate of the building of a Nica- 
ragua canal by the United States. One of 
the strongest recommendations in his 
forthcoming message to congress will be 
to urge that some definite action be taken 
on the canal proposition. President Roose- 
velt and Secretary Hay have had several 
consultations on the subject, and Secre- 
tary Gage has on more than one oc- 
casion participated in these canal debates. 
It is believed by the president and those 
who join him in advocating the construc- 
tion of the canal by the United States, 
that now is the accepted time if the canal 
is to be a reality. 

The return to America of Lord Paunce- 
fote, the British ambassador, reveals the 
undisputed fact that England is prepared 
to remove, so far as she is able, all ob- 
stacles in the way of the construction of 
the isthmian canal to be owned and con- 
trolled absolutely by the government of

past summer, have resulted practically 
in a business agreement between the 
representatives of the two nations so far 
as the construction of the canal is con- 
cerned. 

A distinguished member of the present 
administration said yesterday that the 
president and memifrs of his cabinet 
cannot give any assurances that congress 
will, during the coming session, carry out 
the apparent desires of a great majority 
of the American people by passing the 
Nicaragua canal bill. He added that so 
far as the diplomatic objections to the 
project are concerned, they will all be 
eliminated in the new draft of the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty which is practically 
ready for submission to the senate for 
ratification. The opponents of the canal 
have repeatedly concealed their real op- 
position to the bill by hiding behind the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty and real or imagi- 
nary complications with Great Britain. I 
am assured upon the highest authority 
that there is no further reason for objec- 
tion on these grounds, providing the re- 
vised edition of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty is acceptable to the United States 
senate. 

Now Time for a Show-Down. 

It is now time for a show down in the 
senate. President Roosevelt proposes that 
the American people shall know during 
the session of the coming congress 
whether the canal is to be built or not. 
Secretary Gage in his forthcoming report 
to congress will show a substantial and 
continually growing surplus of revenue in 
the treasury. That surplus, or a portion of 
it, might be applied to the construction 
of the canal without injury to the gen- 
éral financial condition of the government. 
Just how fhe senate can be forced to dis- 
close its real feeling on the canal bill is a 
problem yet to be solved. 

Year after year the Nicaragua canal bill 
has been introduced in congresg, support- 
ed by a general sentiment of the Ameri- 
can people. The house of representatives, 
supposed to be the direct representatives 
of the people, have repeatedly passed a 
bill authorizing the national government 
to own and control the canal. The hitch 
has invariably bobbed up in the senate. 
Poll after poll of the senate has been 
made to ascertain the general sentiment 
of that body on the proposition, and the 
result has invariably been an overwhelm- 
ing majority of that body for the canal 
bill. By some mysterious legislative ma- 
nipulation, however, the senate has never 
been able to bring about a direct test 
vote on the subject. Senators who unoffi- 
cially allowed themselves to be quoted 
as favoring the canal, are known to have 
joined with the secret opponents of the 
bill in preventing a vote being reached on 
the bill. 

The time has now arrived for the friends 
of the canal to demand an open and fair 
consideration of the subject. Those who 
have secretly blocked the passage of the 
canal bill and cloaked their opposition 
under the plea that the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty must be abrogated before the 
United States can obtain absolute control 
of the canal, are deprived of that pret>xt 
by the new draft of the Hay-Pouncefote 
treaty, which is now being put into 
diplomatic language at the state depart- 
ment and also at the British embassy in 
this city. 


Objections Brushed Aside. 

The consultations which took place in 
Washington between Secretary Hay and 
Lord Pauncefote after the failure of the 
treaty Jast winter, followed by the con- 
ferences in London in which American 
Ambassador Choate participated, have 
brushed aside every reasonable objection 
which might have been found in all for- 
mer treaties between England and the 
United States. It is strenuously denied at 
the state department that there has been 
any dickering or bothering between Eng- 
land and American in reaching a mutual 
understanding as to the importance of 
the construction of the Nicaragua canal 
under the control of the government of 
the United States.

There is no other nation on the face of 
the globe so capable of building that ca- 
nal as the United States, and the rulers 
of all the great nations of the earth rec- 
ognize that fact. Under the circum- 
stances, it is. asserted most emphatically 
that England without seeking a quid pro 
quo from the United States, 
waive any real or imaginary rights it 
may- have under former treaties to en- 
able the canal at Panama to be built and 
controlled under such regulations as are 
generally accepted to be of the best in- 
terests to the United States. 

Required Twenty Minutes’ Work. 

So earnest and sincere have been the 
negotiations between English and Ameri- 
can representatives during the past sum- 
mer that Lord Pauncefote and Secretary 
Hay met at the state department last 
Monday and concluded the official nego- 
tiations of the new Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty within less than twenty minutes. 
So fully was the subject thrashed out in 
England, under the skillful direction of 
Ambassador Choate, that the ssrttish min- 
istry sent Lord Pauncefote back to Wash- 
ington empowered to commit the English 
government to the revised ecition of the 
treaty which has been so fully outlined in 
the press of England and tms country. 
in substance the treaty formally abro- 
gates the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, makes 
the canal a neutral waterway in time 
of peace and leaves it discretionary with 
the United States whether or not the ca- 
nad shall be fortified. 

A prominent member of the adminis- 
tration, in discussing this subject with 
me in the frankest anner possible, 
stated that it now remains with the sen- 
ate whether or not the Nicaragua canal 
shall be built. The Nicaragua canal com- 
mission, headed by Rear Admiral Wal- 
ker, one of the ablest men in the navy, 


has practically completed an exhaustive 


investigation of the subject, and has 
recommended the selection of the Nica- 
ragua route. The government ,\has a 
healthy surplus in the treasury with 
which to begin the construction of the 
canal in accordance with the recom- 
mendations of the Walker commission, 
and it now remains for the senate of the 
Inited States to decide whether c@ not a 
majority of that body is prepared to vote 
as it talks when not speaking for the 
official record.

And ‘the copper was right. 

In a few moments the hissing of steam, 
the clang of bells, the shouts of porters 
and the general confusion of incoming 
trains made: themselves known. The my- 
riad microbes in the waiting room got 
busy, and soon there was plenty of things 
doing! 

About that time the passing . throng, 
who had seen the portly gentleman stand- 
ing on the tracks silently surveying the 
scene of bewilderment and confusion, be- 
gan to surge around him. In the number 
was a bunch of newspaper reporters. 

Councilman Charley. Barrett (the gentle 
reader has already surmised that the 
portly gentleman was none other than he) 
remarked to the gathering: 

‘“T am here in the interests of the city 
of Atlanta as well as the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad. I see nothing radical- 
ly wrong. Would that I had the eyes of 
the average citizen or the imagination 
of the newspaper reporter!’’ 

About that time Dr. Ben Bizzell, who 
had just returned from the city hall, 
crossed the tracks hurriedly. 

“Hello, there, Bizzy,’ said Councilman 
Barrett. ‘‘Where are all those microbes 
you've been talking about? And how 
about the hundreds of people who are 
killed here daily? I haven't seen any!”’ 

“Which means,’’ said Dr. Bizzell, with a 
Suave smile, “that your eyesight is bad. 
Take my advice—it. costs you nothing— 
and consult an oculist!”’ 

With this parting shot Dr. Bizzell hur- 
ried across the tracks to escape being 
knocked down by a passenger train which 
came puffing in. 

Was it coincidence, or what, that caused 
his honor, Mayor Mims, to come up Pryor 
street at that particular moment? At all 
events he did: The mayor looked around 
him with an air of deep disgust. The first 
thing that attracted his attention was a 
ueep hole to the right.of the ralilraad 
tracks. 

“This place is absolutely unfit for a car- 
riage to pass. Its enough to ruin any 
horse that ever wore an iron shoe! The 
depot is a public disgrace. All that it is 
fit for is a public market. No, I can sug- 
gest no means of improvement, except 
to change the locality.”’ 

And the mayor dodged a train and 
escaped to the other side of the crossing. 

Councilman Barrett remained in the vi- 
cinity for some time. He made an exhaus- 
tive survey of the situation and strolled 
off with the air of depression which is 
inevitable to one who lingers long in the 
vicinity of the depot. 

Depot Undisturbed. 

During all this time the grimy exterior 
of the depot wore its habitual sinister ex- 
pression. It was unawed by the presence 
of the mayor and a councilman. And the 
chance proximity of a photographer and 
several newspaper men failed to faze it. 
The latter it regarded as old foes. Im- 
placable, hideous and menacing its oblique 
eyes stared down stolidly. 

On the: inside people suffered in the 
same way that hundreds have suffered be- 
fore. The waiting rooms were crowded to 
the point of suffocation. The toilet rooms 
were foul with festiferous fumes, and a 
general air of supreme decripitude and 
decay reigned supreme. 

A Relic of By-Gone Days. 

A striking example of how the depot 
impresses the average stranger was no- 
ticed yesterday. Among the group of 
Missouri capitalists who passed through 
the city was F. L. Ridgely, of St. Louis. 
No sooner had he seen the depot than he 
paid: 

“Great heavens! Is that the same old 
depot that stood here forty-three years 
ago? It’s the only thing I remember, and 
it has not changed a bit! Why, I ate 
many a meal there 'way back in the six- 
ties.

DOESN’T AGREE WITH MINISTER 


Judge Barker, of Louisville, Gives 
His Idea of the Negro. 

Louisville, Ky., November 6.—(Special.) 
In charging the November grand jury 
in the criminal court today Judge Bar- 
ker took occasion to refer to recent ser- 
mons, notably those of Rev. J. Kinsey 
Smith, in which the reign of crime and 
criminals in Louisville has been comment- 
ed on. Last Sunday night Dr. Smith said 
there were far more murders in Louis- 
ville than in the Dominion of Canada. 
In reply to this, Judge Barker said that 
it is unfair to compare Louisville with 
its large negro population with a commu- 
nity composed almost entirely of whites. 
He said that over 90 per cent of the of- 
fenses tried before his court are commit- 
ted by negroes. He declared his friend- 
ship for the negro, but asserted that the 
black man‘s previous condition was such 
that too much need not be expected of 
him. The judge believes the negro’s sal- 
vation will be worked out by the school, 
the pulpit and the press rather than by 
the law.

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FTER a fight with Joseph T. Car- 
roll, a woman, who has been going 
by the name of Nora Brittain, was

found dead in her bed at No. 59 1-2 South | 
at 7! 


Forsyth street yesterday morning 
o'clock, and Carroll, who is a railroad 
newsbutcher, is held for her murder. 
Carroll and the woman have been living 
together for a year past. 

He came in from a run 
Monday and went to drinking. Accord- 
ing to the statement of witnesses, he 
and the woman fought Monday, Monday 
night, Tuesday and Tuesday night. He 
was heard to threaten to kill her and 
was seen to strike her with a piece of

coal. 

Yesterday 
house and told a friend, 
state that he had killed a woman and 
intended to kill himself with morphine. 
Later he was caught in a saloon while 
waiting for money with which to escape. 

Ten minutes after the man left the 
building a woman entered the room to 
call Nora Brittain and found her cold in 
death. She sent for a police officer and 
the coroner was notified. 

Carroll denies that he killed the woman, 
stating that he left her well and she sat 
in the bed and laughed and talked with 
him. 

The verdict of the coroner's jury was 
that the woman was strangled to death, 
and it recommended that Carroll be held 
on the charge of murder. 

Mystery About the Woman. 

Behind the tragedy there is a mystery 
as to who the woman is. She tried to 
kill herself last June because she could 
not hear from her mother. Nora Brittain 
is nat her real name and the mystery of 
her life will go to the grave with her. 
Joseph J. Carroll, who is known among 
his associates as “‘Doc’’ Carroll, is a 
gon of M. C. Carroll, a tailor, who re 
sides at 294 Spring street. He is about 
2 years of age and has a slight lame- 
ness. 

Twelve months ago Carroll met Nora 
Brittain and after that had lived with 
her. Monday morning he arrived in the 
city after having made one of his usual 
runs on the road. Monday afternoon he 
and the woman had a quarrel about some 
money and they began to fight. The wit- 
nesses before the coroner's jury, all wom- 
en, and inmates of the same house, testi- 
fied that the couple did nothing but fight 
for two days and two nights. Upon the 
dead body of the woman there were evi- 
dences of the fights, every portion of her 
body being black and blue. On her right 
temple there was a cut. When the body 
was first found a wrapper that had been 
torn almost into strings was tied tightly 
about her throat. It was the same wrap- 
per she had worn just previous to het 
death. 

The woman had died from either the 
blows she had received, the choking of 
the wrapper or from poison adminigtered 
by her own hands. The coroner’s jury 
accepted the second thtory and entered a 
verdict of death from strangulation. 

Carroll Makes a Statement. 

The inquest was held yesterday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock, Carroll being present 
and making a statement in his own be- 
half. He was still under the influence of 
drink, and while his manner was some- 
what indifferent, he could not keep his 
eyes from the dead body on the bed, and 
at times there was a nervousness which 
he vainly tried to hide. 

The first witness was the defendant 
himself, who said he wanted to “‘tell just 
how it was.’’ 

“I came {n from a run,” stated Carroll, 
“and I had $6. I laid down and we went 
to sleep, and when I woke up the money 
Was gone, I accused Nora of having it 
@nd she at first denied taking it. Final- 
ly she said she had it and would keep it. 
She called me a liar and then flew at me 
ike a tiger. I held her off and picked 
up a piece of coal to scare her with. 
When she came at me she ran against 
the coal and struck herself on the head.

A Nervous Witness. 

Katie Irbing, who shook like an aspen 
leaf with nervousness, testified that she 
heard the row for two days, and that she 
saw Carroll strike the woman and heard 
him threaten to kill her. She found the 
woman dead in bed ten minutes after 
Carroll left the house. Carroll went to 
her room and asked her for a pin. She 
asked him where he was going and he 
replied that he wanted a drink. She told 
him to telephone for it, and he said he 
only had a dime and asked .her to loan 
him a dime, saying that ‘‘Nora had all 
his money.’’ She heard Nora singing a 
hymn at 11 o'clock while she was cook- 
ing Carroll's supper. 

Jessie Curtis told about the same story 
as the other woman, saying that the 
ccuple fought for two days and two 
nights. Vennie Allen heard the fighting 
end saw Nora Brittain washing the blood 
frem her face. Lillie Wilson heard fight- 
ing and cursing and heard Carroll say he 
would beat Nora Brittain’s brains out. 

Detective Chosewood stated that he had 
worked cn the case with Detective Simp- 
son, and that he had been told by C. M. 
Gunn that Carroll told him (Gunn) that 
he had killed a woman and intended to 
take morphine and end his own life. Gunn 
was sent after by the coroner's jury and 
could not be found. 


Post Mortem Examination. 

A post mortem examination was made 
and the woman’s stomach kept for an 
analysis to ascertain if there was any 
evidence of poisoning. It was the opin- 
ion of the county physician fhat the 
woman's death was caused by the wrap- 
per, tied about her throat. 

After a few minutes of private consul- 
tation the jury rendered a verdict of 
murder and recommended that Carroll 
be held for further investigation. Death 
was said to have been caused from 
strangulation. 

Carroll, it is said, made an effort to 
get out of the city and would have done 
so but for the work of the two detectives 
and Patrolman W. L. Thompson. The 
officers ascertained that Carroll was hid- 
ing in the White Elephant saloon on 
Alabama street and there they found 
him. Gunn was arrested and afterwards 
released. 

The grand jury will take up the case 
this morning. Carroll has retained Attor- 
ney Lowry Arnold to defend him.

The report of the Connecticut Agricul- + 
tural Experimental Station makes the fol- 
lowing comment in reference to an alum 
baking powder which is seeking custom- 
ers in this vicinity. It says: A particu- 
larly reprehensible adulteration, because 
very likely to prove injurious to health, 
is that practiced by the Southern Soda 
Works, Nashville, Tenn., manufacturers 
of Sweetheart One Spoon Baking Powder. 
This preparation contains more than 25 
per cent of a ground rock, insoluble in 
strong acids and consisting chiefly of sili- 
cates and magnesia. Professor Penfield, 
of Yale University, examined this ma- 
terial and found it to be a mixture of 
pulverized talc and tremolite, a spevies 
of hornblende. The tremolite appears un- 
der the microscope in sharp, needle-like 
splinters, which make it a dangerous ad- 
mixture in food. 
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THE PASSING THRONG 


Congressman L, F. Livingston was in 
the city yesterday and was seen at the 
depot by a representative of The Consti- 
tution. Noticing the congressman's 
glances about the dilapidated structure, 
he was asked for an expression of his 
views regarding same. 

“Well,. the depot here is not such a 
one as Atlanta is entitled to or should 
have,’’ he said. ‘“‘The structure is not 
only antiquated, but is totally inadequate 
to the needs. 

“In my opinion, the state ought to 
build a splendid new depot in Atlanta. 
This could be easily done and the vari- 
ous roads required to pay a proper 
renta!. In this way the situation would 
not only be relieved, but the depot would 
represent a source of revenue to the 
state. I believe such a depot as this 
would, before a great many years, pay 
for itself. It would certainly prove a 
handsome investment, and would give to 
Atlanta her most crying need.”’ 

Congressman Livingston referred in the 
conversation te the United States rural 
mail delivery, to the perfecting of which 
he has given his efforts. 

“We are now carrying on t)iis deliv- 
ery in the north,’ he said, “and when 
the weather gets colder up there and 
the ground is covered with snow, we 
will put the delivery into operation in 
this section. All we ask is for the peo- 
ple to be patient and we will guarantee 
a perfect rural delivery system.’’ 

Referring to the victory of the fusion 
ticket in New York, Congressman Liv- 
ingston said: 

“It is nothing more than I expected. 
I predicted that Tammany Hall would 
meet with defeat this time. The truth 
of it is this machine, vested with dan- 
gerous authority, had carried things to 
a pass where the people would stand it 
no longer, and they arose in their might 
and overturned the governing body that 
bordered on the tmnonarchical. I must 
say I am giad that Mr. Low was elected 
and that Tammany was defeated, for I 
believe it wi'l mean better morals in 
this city where there are so many peo- 
ple and where the greatest danger lurks 
in the extent of power to which Tam- 
many had gone.”’ 

Asked about the courtmartial of Ad- 
miral Schley, Congressman Livingston 
said: 

“Admiral Schley did not need any vin- 
dication before the American people—in 
fact, there was no greund in their eyes 
for vindication of him, nothing for which 
he should be vindicated. They knew 
him to be the hefo that he is. But the 
courtmartial ‘thas served to bring out 
the necessary evidence to clear away 
any suspicion or doubt that any might 
have entertained. It has cleared Ad- 
miral Schley of ahy charge of coward- 
ice, and I think the decision of the court 
will be all that he could ask for. 

“After Admiral Schley is cleared by 
the verdict of the court,”’ said Congress- 
man Livingston after a pause, ‘if he is 
wise, he will use the power he will have 
to turn some of those out of office who 
have been so bitter, and so unjustly so, 
against him.’’ 

Congressman Livingston was asked to 
express himse'f regarding the Booker 
Washington dinner at the white house. 
He merely smiled, however, and re- 
marked that he had nothing to say rela- 
tive to it.

THE FLOATING DOCK 
ANCHORS AT ALGIERS 


Great Throngs Turned Out at New 
Orleans To See Structure. 


IT WAS MADE A_ HOLIDAY 


Federal, State and City Officials and 
Members of Congress Take Part 
in the Ceremonies, Which 
Thousands of People 
Witness. 


New Orleans, November 6.—The New 
Orleans floating dock was received here 
today with an extraordinary outpouring 
of people and elaborate ceremonies in 
which federal, state and city officials and 
members of congress participated. The 
weather was ideal and as the afternoon 
was made a semi-holiday thousands went 
to the naval reservation on the west 
bank of the river. The dock, after a 
tedious trip up the river, cast anchor 
shortly after midnight at Chalmette, be- 
low the city. awaiting dawn to proceed to 
the permanent anchorage below Algiers. 
At davlight the tows got under way and 
an hour and a half later the immense 
stee] structure had been safely cradied 
beside its shore connections. The dock 
was gayly decorated in bunting and f was 
slowly pulled in to the piers and was 
greeted with a boisterous demonstration 
from whistles afloat and ashore. In spite 
of the early hour, thousands of men, 
women and children lined the river banks 
and hailed the arrival, Captain Lewis, in 
charge of the fleet Which brought the 
dock from Sparrows Point, and every 
member of his party, expressed their 
satisfaction, when the floating structure 
had been landed, at the successful ter- 
mination of the trip. 

The ceremonies of reception commenced 
at 2 o'clock and jasted well into the 
night, concluding with an e!aborate land 
parade in Algiers and an extravagant dis- 
play of fireworks. Governor Heard, 
Louisiana congressmen, Mayor Capde- 
vielle, members of the council, federal, 
state and city officials and many dis- 
tinguished guests, boarded the steamer 
Natchez early in the afternoon, and es- 
corted by a large flotiila of boats, includ- 
ing the United States steamer Stranger, 
manned by the Loulsiana naval reserve, 
all aflutter with bunting, proceeded down 
the river as far as the Jackson barracks, 
the fleet saluting the dock as it passed, 
and then rounding to and landing at the 
naval reservation. The platform and 
bridges leading to the shore anchorages 
of the dock were aflame with colors, and 
acres of people surrounded them. About 
half the 16,000 people of Algiers had turn- 
ed out to share in the enthusiasm of the 
occasion, and these were swelled by thou- 
sanis of others who went in boats to the 
scene from this side of the river. In the 
river eight or ten immense steamers had 
cast anchor. and, with all their colors 
on display, swung idly with the current, 
and scores of smaller craft drifted about 
while the ceremonies proceeded. The rro- 
gramme of the afternoon was comprised 
of addresses by Governor Heard, pearot 
Capdevielle, Congressmen Meyer and Da- 
vey, District Attorney Howe and Repre- 
sentatives of the business and laboring 
bodies. The addresses Were brief and 
their general tone was of exultation upon 
the safe arrival of the dock and of con- 
gratulation upon the establishment in 
this harbor of an extensive navy yard.

County Court. 


OVATION IS GIVEN “SUSPECT” 


Divorced Husband of Amelie Rives 
and Grandson of John Jacob As- 
tor Shows by Experts 
That He Is Not 


Crazy. 


Richmond, Va., November 6.—(Special.) 
John Armstrong Chanler, grandson of 
John Jacob Astor and the divorced hus- 
band of Amelie Rives, now the Prin- 
cess Trobetzky, was today declared 
by Judge John M. White, of the county 
to be a perfectly 
sane man—a man competent to manage 
his own affairs. This decision was ren- 
dered in passing upon the question of 
appointing a committee of his estate and 
person and was based upon the testimony 
of medica! experts and a score or more 
of Mr. Chanler’s Albemarle neighbors. 
The case is a remarkable and romantic 
one. After Mr. Chandler's divorce from 
Amelie Rives, the novelist, he was ad- 
judged insane in New York and sent to 
Bloomingdale asylum. He is a man of 
great wealth and a committee was ap- 
pointed in New York to take charge of 
his property. He finally escaped from the 
asylum, was thought to have been drown- 
ed and was not heard from until this 
fall, when he came here to institute pro- 
ceedings to establish his sanity. He had 
spent his time in Philadelphia and else- 
where, securing expert evidence to prove 
himself of sound mind. A crowd of uni- 
versity students and scores of ladies were 
among the spectators at the hearing to- 
day. Mr. Chanler’s evidence as to his 
sanity was convincing. Dr. J. M. Taylor, 
of Philadelphia, and Dr. Horace H. Dar- 
lington, of Concordville, Pa., under whose 
care he placed himself for nihe months, 
were in court to testify.

Major Thomas Peters, secretary of the 
association, has issued two circular let- 
ters explaining the purposes of the asso- 
ciation in establishing the bureau and 
the methods that will be used. One circu- 
lar is to the members of the association 
and the other ‘‘to tl@ life insurance agents 
of Georgia.’’ The latter is as follows: 


You have doubtless seen notices in the daily 
and insurance papers regarding the organiza- 
tion of an information bureau by the generel 
agents and managers of the ‘‘old line’’ life 
insurance companies in-Georgia, for the pur- 
pose of protecting themselves against the dis- 
honest and unworthy agents who, ynfortunate- 
ly, from time to time have found places in 
our ranks. The truth, fairly told, cannot 
harm any honest agent, and this mevement 
can be the greatest benefit to him, as well as 
to the managers, in weeding out this perni- 
cious class that sometimes tends to bring our 
great business into disrepute with the public. 

There is nothing about this bureau which in 
any way savors of ‘‘blacklisting.’’ It is not 
our intention to file charges against any agent. 
Whenever an agent, however, leaves the ser- 
vice of a company, this fact will be reported 
to the bureau, along with the name of the 
general agent in whose employ he has been, 
and that general agent will become his ‘‘ref- 
erence’’ whenever he desires to enter the ser- 
vice of any other company. You have all had 
occarion at times to blush on account of the 
character of agents occasionally met in com- 
petition, and we feel sure you will welcome 
any fair means of eliminating these unworthy 
men from the business.

Mr. Blackburn’s card announcing his 
withdrawal is as follows: 


Upon the death of my friend, Mr. Porter | 


King, a vacancy was made in the house of 
representatives of this state, and an election 
was ordered to fill the unexpired term of Ful- 
ton'’s deceased member. 

Having a desire to serve my people in the 
legislative halls of my state, and believing that 


the citizens of my county would gratify this | 


personal ambition, I announced myself a can- 
didate for this position of trust and honor. 
At the time of my announcement there was 


apparently no desire upon the part of any of | 


my fellow countrymen to enter into a contest 
for the vacant seat, and however much I may 
have wished the position which I sought, and 
to which I am assured that I could have been 
elected, I can see no good reason to engage 
my people in a spirited contest for the term 
that is so soon to expire. 

Since my announcement, unlooked for condi- 
tions have arisen. A large body of estimable 
gentlemen have seen fit to petition one of my 
fellow citizens to apply for the position which 
Il sought, and,. as a result of this action, Mr. 
Thomas Egieston has made known through 
the press his acceptance of this call upon the 
part of his friends. 

To have two elections, within the period of 
ten days, would visit an expense and hardship 
upon a large portion of the business men of 
this city, and I do hot feel that I should ask 
this sacrifice at their hands. 

To enter into a spirited scramble for. this 
high office at such an hour would bring upon 
me and my friends an expense too heavy, in 
my opinion, for me in good judgment to as- 
sume, and, sifice the whole public could. not 
meet me with that unanimity of indorsement 
which I coveted, I believe that this ie the 
hour to rise above self and bestow upon an- 
other that generosity which was, for reasons 
sound to them, withheld from me. I, there- 
re withdraw from the race for the short 
erm. ° 

To retain the friendship and esteem of the 
whole people is a pearl more priceless to me 
than any success, at the cost of dissension and 
discord among the plegwith Whom I dwell. 

There are many things hi the legislative de- 
partment cof my state to call for the serious 
atention of the law-maker—notably a uniform 
system of taxation, and other questions affect- 
ing the property rights of the people, and I 
hope, some day, under different conditions, to 
serve my countrymen upon these lines. But 
at present I am impressed with the thought 
that by turning chaos into order, and pre- 
serving @ perfect political harmony in ail 
ranks is rendering a higher service to the 
state and county than the gratification of 
mere personal ambition. 4 

In declining to make the race at this time I 
desire to assure those wh for personal rea- 
sons, could not accord me their support, of my 
sincere esteem, and cheerfully join hands with 
them in making the election of Mr. Egieston 
as complimentary as his most earnest sup- 
porter could wish. 

To those loyal friends who have proffered me 
their support and to the great body of the 
people with whom I am in sympathetic touch, 
and who have so unselfishly sustained me in 
all my undertakings, L extend grateful thanks, 
assuring them at all times and under all cir- 
cumstances that I am their servant for good.
